Wastiinwon, April 34. —Tho United 
Sfcatns supromo courfc, tlirnnirh Chlof Jus- 
tice Fuller, mailo tho followinf? ordor In 
regard to the petitions for a rehearlnp: In 
the income tax quostion: 
''The consider- 
ation of the two petitions (the income tax 
petitions) for rehoarijif?^ is rosorvod until 
Monday, May 6, whon a full bonoh is ox- 
pcotod. and in that event two counsel on 
a side will be heard at that time.'* 


Although tho ordor does not^ explicitly 
go stiite, it means that argument will bo 
hoard, nob on tho merits of tho Income tax 
question 
itjself, but on 
tho 
quostion 
whether or not there shall bo a rehearing 
of tho suits heretofore decided. This ar- 
gument, ' it is expected, will include tho 
extent to which tho rehearing shall go, 


Tho course adopted by tho court la a 
most unusual one, and gentlemen famil- 
iar with its procedure for many years can 
recollect but one instance in which a like 
action hits been taken, and tliat was in tho 
Boventies. Tho decision of tho courfc to 
permit an oral argument on tho motion 
for a rehearing in these cases was not ar- 
rived at until yesterday, and this action 
was based upon information received by 
tho chief justice direct from Justice Jack- 
0on indicating tho probability of his being 
able to attend upon tho sitting of tho 
court early in May. 


It is understood that tho decision of the 
court to depart from its almost unbroken 
custom of deciding upon tlio advisability 
of rohearings without inviting further 
suggestion from counsel than Is contained 
in brief written statements is duo to tho 
appreciation which the members havo of 
the vast imnortanco of tho income tax 
cases and to their desiro to have it under- 
stood by tho public that they are not dis- 
posed to place itny obstacle in the way of 
the fullest possible presentation of the 
case. 


Tho usual practice with regard to peti- 
tions for rehearing is to grant them upon 
tho motion of one of tho members of tho 
court who has concurred in tho decision 
already made, but it would appear from 
tho course taken in the present instance 
that none of the justices felt disposed to 
mako suoh a motion, and that tho arrango- 
n|VeiiC uow-nunounced was hit upon as a 
compromise. Justice Jackson, therefore, 
will virtually come into tho case as an 
umpire. In tho meantime tho original de- 
cision will bo allowed to stand as tho law, 
and it is understood that tho full text of 
the chief justice's opinion will soon be 
given to the public. 


Nothing is known as to whether or not 
the rehearing, if ordtn-i^d. will take place 
at this term of court. Ordinarily the court 
would take a recess from May 6 for two 
weeks, and thon adjourn until next Octo- 
ber, but it ia within its discretion to con- 
tinue tho term indefinitely, and it is not 
impossible thiit it may be extended in tho 
event a rehearing is decided upon. 


The news of tho action of the court was 
received at tho treasury department with 
much satisfaction, especially as it was 
announced that Justice Jackson would bo 1 
present and talco part in the determina- 
tion of the question. 
This order of the 
court is regarded by some of tho oiTiclals 
as almost conolusive that a reargument 
will bo granted. 


Without any positive knowledge on the 
subject it seems to bo the general belief 
that Justice Jackson is predisposed in fa- 
vor of tiio constitutionality of tho law, 
and hence would be very likely to votd for 
a rehearing. 
A rehearing is earnestly de- 
sired by tho income tax olficials, as, with 
a full bench, tiiere necessarily will bo a 
full majority for or against tho law, which 
would certainly hiive the elluct of doing 
away with the vast amount of litigation 
now promised.

balance due. This, it is added, is optional 
and might never take effect. At present 
there is no intention of touching the cus- 
toms revonuo of China, much loss placing 
it under the control of Japan, 


Kussian Warships In Japanese Waters. 
St. Petersburg, April 24 —Tho Sviet 
declares that Russia has concentrated in 
Japanese waters twenty-two 
warships, 
carrying 3ii0 guns and alargebody of men. 
This fleet, it is added, with the French 
squadron, makes a total of thirty-seven 
warships, carrying 610 guns. 
Moreover, 
according to The Sviet, a Russian army of 
20,000 men could occupy Jesso and take

Groat Britain Is SatSsaed. 


London, April 24.—The Daily News says 
it understands that tho government will 
not join in any combination of powers to 
intqrfero with the results of tho Japanese 
victories. Tho ministers were willing and 
anxious to avert tho war, but they do not 
consider that British interests aro inju- 
riously affected by tho terms of peace. 


No Offensive and defensive AHJance. 
Yokohama, April 22.—The government 
has issued a statement denying that it has 
concluded an offonsivo and defensivo alli- 
ance with China, and declaring thac tho 
commercial advantages secured by Japan 
under tho terms of tho treaty will bo en- 
joyed by tho other powers under tho ''most 
favored nation" treatment.

OUNTRYscenes of Korea, writes 
Frank G. Carpenter, areunliko 
anything you seo iu America. 
Tho land is not more than half 
farmed. 
It takes nino men to do what 
one man can do in America. 
Think 
of putting 
nine men to ono long- 
handled shovel I 
Ono man holds tho 
shovel and presses it into the oartb, 
and four stand on each sido and pull 
the dirt out by a rope attached to tho 
blade. 
The dirt is carried from one 
part of the field to another iu packs 
on the backs of mbn, and the greater 
port of the land is dug up with a hoe. 
The farmers spend most of their time 
in equatting and smoking. 
Thoy have 
small holdings, and the crops seem to 
be good where they are at all culti- 
vated. 
I saw much barley and somo 
wheat. 
It was all planted in rows and 
the people hoe and weed their wheat 
as we do our potatoes. 
These 
rows 
were from one to two feet wide, and 
between them beans had been planted. 
I saw some of the crops being put in. 
The ground was first made ílno and 
the planters then dug the hills for the 
beans by pressing their heels into the 
ground. 
Thoy dropped the beans 
into the hole and covered them over 
with a kind of a twist of the same bare 
foot that made it. 
There were no 
fences and 
no barns, and I saw no 
houses alone on the 
fields. 
The peo- 
ple live in villages, and they keep 
their live stock under the same roof 
with their families. 


Tho Koreans use poniesand bullocks 
as beasts of burden. 
The ponies are 
very small and the bullocks are very 
large. 
They are, in fact, as fine cattle 
as you will see anywhere in tho workl, 
and they seem very docile and kind. 
Nearly all the jjlowing is done by 
bulls, which are hitched to the plow 
by a yoke, which rests just over, their 
shoulders. 
Our 
oxen Jiave yokes 
around their necks, and thoy pull by 
having tho weight of the cart or i^low 
somewhat evenly distributed 
about 
their necks and shoulders. 
These 
Korean 
bullocks 
push 
everything 
along by the tops of their shoulders, 
holding their heads down as thoy toil. 
They seem to plow very well, and 
though their 
carts are the 
rudest, 
they carry great quantities of all sorts 
of farm products and merchandise. 
They are used largely as pack ani- 
mals, and they have pack saddles of 
wood, which extend six inches above 
their backs, and which aro heavily 
loaded. 
These saddles often gall the 
backs, and I saw many cattle that had 
patches of raw fieoh as big as your 
hand, whero the saddle had rubbed off 
the skin. The bullocks are of a beauti- 
ful fawn color, and they travel almost 
as fast as a horse. 
The second day of 
our journey one of our pack ponies 
dropped, wornout, by tho wayside, 
and General Pak hired one of theso 
bullocks to take itsijlace. 
He carried 
my bag and the cameras and about a 
bushel or so of money. 
At first I 
feared ho would keep back thevoxtyj 
but he led the procession, going on a 
sort of cow trot all tho way and climb- 
ing up the hills and galloping down 
the valleys to the imminent danger of 
the baggage. 
His only harness out- 
side of his pack was a ring of wood, 
about as thick as your finger and as 
big around as a dinner bucket, which 
had been run through his nose, and to 
which a rope wus fastened. 
The meat 
of theso animals is very good, and you 
can get as good beefsteak in Korea as 
you can in New York. 
I found nono 
for sale, however, on my trip across 
tho country, and I was sur^jrised to 
find that the i^eoplo do not uso milk 
Qor butter, 


Korea is a well-watered 
country. 
Wo found beautiful streams every- 
where, 
Thero wore no roads, and our 
journey was largely on bridle paths. 
We crossed the creeks and rivers on 
bridges, which were made of i^ino 
branches with a thin coating of earth. 
In some places these were very 
un- 
safe, and the horse and tho bull went 
in up 1 ) their knees, BO WO 
preferred 
to ford when we could. 
Thero is a 
good system of irrigation throughout 
the valleys, and in some places I saw 
the people building canals in order to 
keep the water at high level and cover a 
greater extent of territory. 
There 
were fully ono thousand men at work, 
and on inquiry I found 
that 
these 
men were composed of tho farmers of 
the neighborhood, who combined to- 
other for mutual advantage, and that 
tho water was freo for all oí the asso- 
ciation. 
Tho Kore.'.ns have 
their 
trades unions and the planters prob- 
ably havo a guild of their own, 
Ono 
of the strongest labor unions of the 
country is that of the porters, who 
aro practically 
the freight cars of 
Korea, 
and who carry more 
than 
either the bullocks or ponios,

P R E S I D E N T DIAZ IS A P O P U L A R 
IDOIi AMONG HIS P K O P L E : 


His OOlcIal liifo and 
Residences— 
Mrs. 
Diaz—Martial 
Spirit 
of 
the 
Mexicans—I'lio 
Coun- 
try's Staudinff Army. 


PEAKING of the recent dis- 
pute 
between 
Mexico 
and 
U J Guatemala, a Mexico corre- 
spondent of the "Washington 
Star says: 


Mexico has a population of 12,- 
000,000, a standing army or 85,000 
men on a peace footing, and 105,000 
men that can be called into «ervice in 
case ot war. 
Guatemala has just one- 
tenth of the population of Mexico, 
with a standing army of 3000 men, 
which might bo increased, of course, 
in time of war. 


General Diaz is covisidered the best 
soldier in the republic, capable of 
active service. 
He is sixty-four years 
old, but he looks twenty years young- 
er. 
He has an erect and athletic fig- 
ure, and appears, physically, perfect- 
ly capable of uuderp:oing the hard- 
ships of a campaign. 
Diaz is the 
popular idol here. 
The present indi- 
cations are that he can continue in 
the Presidency as long as he chooses. 
There is practically only one party 
here, and that is the Diaz party. Ever 
since he drove Lerdo from T o w e r and 
became President, in 1877, Diaz has 
had the people with him, and he has 


was hero one of the fiercest fights of 
the war of 1847 took place. 
Chapul- 
tepec is ft rooky and precipitous hill 
rising out of the plain, at the edge of 
the city, just at the end of tUo famous 
Paseo de la Reformn, the broad and 
splendid avenue laid out by Maxi- 
milian and inherited from the empire 
by thee rpublic. 
The hill is crowned 
by the palace and castle, together 
with the. building and inclosure in 
which is located the National mili- 
tary school, or Mexican West Point. 


Spreading around the hill is 
a 
spacious park, adorned with many 
giant cypress trees, beneath which 
winds a beautiful driveway, one of the 


lu the rear of and attached to the 
National palace, which, by the wa3% is 
a long, rambling building, occupying 
all one side of the Plaza do Armas, 
and accommodating the principal de- 
partments and offices of the Federal 
Government.

General Diaz derives great strength 
from the fact that the business men 
of the republic and the foreign capi- 
talists interested in Mexico, as well as 
the people at large, demand his con- 
tinuance in office. 
There is an im- 
pression that it would be dangerous 
to the republic to have Diaz retire. 
It might mean revolution, or a series 
of small wars inaugurated by men am- 
bitious to rule. 
Confidence in popu- 
lar government is not yet thorouglily 
established in Mexico. 
In fact, it is 
doubtful whether one can say popu- 
lar government is yet firmly estab- 
lished, for the elections seem to be 
largely matters of form only. 
So 
Mexico is fortunate in having at the 
head of her affairs a man with a record 
brilliant enough and a spirit 
and 
bearing dashing enough to make him 
a popular hero, and at the same time 
prudence enough to win to his sup- 
port the nien who appreciate the value 
of a stable government. 
His adminis- 
tration has been one of progress in 
Mexico. 
The discouragements once 
met by Americans and others desiring 
to engage in business in the republic 
have largely disappeared.

Chapultepec. 
The 
palace, 
which 
stands where once stood an Aztec 
temple, overlooking the city, is a low 
building, Pompeiiau in style, with 
courts, terraces and arcades. 
The 
grounds are closed to the public at 8 
o'clock, and a military guard, sta- 
tioned at the gate, protects the palace 
from intrusion. 
This is a long es- 
tablished custom, 
and, 
of 
course, 
gives no offense. 
At the President's 
city house, however, he is obliged to 
admit callers at night or offend them. 


The President does not have regu- 
lar hours for public receptions, and 
people who have to see him on busi- 
ness must cultivate the virtue of pa- 
tience. 
Appointments are made days 
in advance. 
The explanation for this 
made to me by a prominent Govern- 
ment oiiicial is somewhat singular. 
It 
is not because the President is exclu- 
sive, 
It is because the customs of the 
country are such that he cannot stop 
a man from talking or cut short an 
interview. 
When a man gets admis- 
sion to the President the President is 
obliged to listen to all ho has to say 
or else give mortal offense. 
As a 
consequence the President is unable 
to see more than three or four per- 
sons during the hours he can give to 
interviews. 
I know of one young 
Mexican 
Congressman 
who 
was 
waiting in the city for over a week 
merely to have an interview with the 
President., 


Mrs. Diaz is quite famous for her 
beauty and mucn liked for her viva- 
cious and cordial manners. 
She is 
much younger than the President, be- 
ing only about thirty years old. 
She 
has a neat figure, a Spanish face, with 
well cut leatures, and dresses in sim- 
ple but excellent taste. 
She is the 
daughter of Komero Pkubio, the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, and one of the 
richest men in Mexico. 
I saw the 
President 
and 
Mrs. 
Diaz 
and 
Mrs. 
Diaz's 
unmarried 
sister, 
a 
young woman also remarkable for 
beauty, at a 
private 
reception 
a 
few evenings ago. 
Of courae the 
President and his wife were the central 
figures of the gathering, but they bore 
themselves in a 
most 
unassuming 
manner, chatting easily and pleasant- 
ly with the guests. 


Mrs, Diaz speaks English quite flu- 
ently. 
When they took their leave 
the President shook hands all around, 
and Mrs. Diaz following a pretty 
Mexican fashion, kissed each of her 
lady friends twice, first on one cheek 
and then on the other. 
The only evi- 
dence of the presence of a person of 
unusual prominence was a file of 
mounted guards drawn up in front of

In fact, the principal duty of one of 
the Government departments is to en- 
courage immigration and promote the 
development of the country. 
Every 
inducement is offered to ioreig:n capi- 
talists. 
There are many Americans in 
Mexico, some of them representing 
large investments^ and they all praise 
Diaz and hope for his continuance in 
office. 
President Diaz has a compara- 
tively modest home of his own in the 
city, but his residence as President, 
which he occupies nearly all the year, 
is at the Castle of Chapultepec, a place 
known in school histories, because it 


the house. 


The Mexicans have a martial spirit, 
but the ordinary Mexican soldier, as 
seen even about the National palace, 
is not an inspiring object. 
He is all 
or half Indian, as a rule. He is some- 
what undersized, and is ragged and 
dirty. Often he is barefooted or wears 
only sandals made of rawhide 
and 
bound to the soles of his feet by 
leathern thongs. 
Those on guard at 
the palace and aronnd other public 
offices usually wear shoes, and look as 
though they had been partially cleaned 
for this duty. 
There is a big barrack 


When he gets his silver quarter, such 
is his suspicious nature, he bites it to 
see if it is good. 
That is all the Gov- 
vernment give him to bite. 
He has 
to "find" himself. 
In recent years 
the 
Government has 
suppled the 
means of cooking provisions, but the 
soldiers 
have to 
supply the raw 
materials. 


This is the regular standing army 
of Mexico. 
There is another bodv, 
which is virtually a military body, 
but is under the direction of the In- 
terior Department. 
This is the corps 
known as "the Rurales"—a sort of 
mounted police that patrol the coun- 
try outside of the cities. 
Lieutenant 
Dwyer, the military attache of the 
American Legation, told me that these 
Rurales formed probably the finest 
body of cavalry in the world. 
They 
are picked men, every one being un- 
usually skillful as a horseman, even 
in this country, wh«rj half the people 
live on horseback. 
The Rurales wear 
tawny leather 
suits, 
big 
Mexican 
sombreros, heavily ornamented with 
silver, and besides their sabers and 
pistols, carry carbines. 
They have a 
rakish, 
devil-may-care 
appearance. 
It is considered quite an honor to be 
a member of this troop. 
When a man 
joins it he has to furnish his own 
horse, and give a bond for the proper 
care of iihe arms and equipments sup- 
plied him by the Government. 


On great public parades the Rurales 
are given the post of honor, 
in re- 
ality, though not now under the War 
Department, tuey form a very effec- 
tive and imposing part of the mili- 
tary force that Mexico could put in 
the field. In addition to the Federal 
army every State has a sort of militia 
organization. 


The Mexican Indians or half-breeds, 
who compose about nine-tenths of the 
population, and from whom the army 
is recruited, are a patient and hardy 
¡people. 
Many of them own nothing , 
in the world but their zarape and big 
sombreo. 
The zarap'e is their cloak 
by day and their blanket by night. 
It is said that they can and will go 
three or four days without food and 
not complain. 
They are inured to 
hardships. 
They are lithe and active, 
though of small size, and are said to 
be courageous, because they have lit- 
tle or no fear of death. 
It is supposed 
for these reasons that they make good 
soldiers. 
iSanta Anna's troops were 
starved for two or three days before 
the battle of Buena Vista, 
Maybe if 
they had had something to eat they 
might have won the battle. 


An observant American, who has 
spent many years in Mexico, gave it 
to me as his o^oinion that the Mexi- 
cans, if called into the field by any 
large military operations, would prove 
themselves to be as good soldiers as 
there are in the world. 
The Mexican 
navy amounts 
to very little. 
It is 
composed of four small gunboats and 
two unarmored wooden ships. 
Mex- 
ico has no good harbors on the gulf, 
and few on the Pacific side. 
Though 
it has many hundreds of miles of sea- 
coast, the Mexicans have not yet be- 
come a maritime people. 
Perhaps 
when the mountains are conquered 
and there is easy railroad communi- 
cation with the Pacific they will be- 
gin to build or buy ships. 


A ReinuLab^e Herrin?. 


In many respects the herring is one 
of the 
most remarkable ot livin^^ 
things. 
It was calculated three years 
ago that no less than 11,000 miles of 
herring netting were cast yearly in 
the North Bea alone. 


Two of the species of whales feed 
exclusively upon herrings, while the 
cod is a most voracious foe. 
Dr. 
Neil, the naturalist, calculated that 
the one colony of gannets at iSt. Kilda 
consumed 
annually 214,000,000 of 
herrings. 
Yet it is not, as fishes go, 
gifted with very large fertility in re- 
production. 
While the mackerel has 
been estimated to produce 5U0, OUO 
egga, the sole 1,000,000 and the cod 
3,400,000, the herring is said to spawn 
only 33,000 at a time.—Mail and Ex- 
press.

omy in raising and marketing this 
crop, says the New York World. 
In 
no direction is reform so urgently re- 
quired as in the manner of baling the 
cotton strongly, so that it may bo 
shipped abroad in good condition. 


The packing of American cotton is 
a source of fruitful complaint by man- 
ufacturers. 
The work is so carelessly 
done that when the bales reach their 
destination several of the iron bands 
are missing and the jute covering is 
so torn that the cotton is exposed to 
mud, fire, water and theft. 
These 
losses, it is needless to add, do not 
fall upon the manufacturer, but on 
the producer; and, as if these were 
not enough, he must also pay extra 
freight, as his imperfectly 
pressed 
bales occupy more than double the 
space needed by the compact Indian 
and Egyptian bales. 
The illustration 
shows plainly the great difference in 
the method of baling and the insuffi- 
ciency of seven hoops to the bale—the 
average used by the Southern planter. 
It is plain that a more secure packing, 
a much closer pressing and greater 
care in covering or wrapping up would 
be of inestimable and permanent bene- 
fit to the cotton trade of the United 
States. 


The Giant Tree Mark Twain. 


This drawing was made from tho 
great section of a giant tree now on 
exhibition in the Jessup collection at 
Central Park Museum, New York, 
It 
is sixty feet in circumference and tho 
appearance it makes in the great hall 
of exhibit is enormous. 
The tree was 
named after Mark Twain and stood 
Three hundred and fifty-eight feet in 
height.

TITE ART OF OARVINC}. 


In these revolutionary days, whea 
women are usurping most of men's 
privileges and prerogatives, and are 
having thrust upon them so many of 
men's burdens, it is eminently fitting 
and proper that they should consider 
tho question of carving seriously. 


A good knifo of moderate size and 
' great sharpness is a necessity, 
Tho 
I platter should bo placed near enough 
' to tho carver to give her control of it. 
j In roast pieces, such as loins, breast, 
foroquartors ami tlio like, the butcher 
should always • 
"icon instructed to 
separate tho joii 
• that carving may 
not bo impossible. 
In carving beef, 
mutton, lamb and veal, thin, smooth, 
neat slices are desirable. 
Thoy should 
always be out across tho grain, taking 
caro to pass the knifo through to tha 
bones of tho meat. 


In curving a leg of mutton the best 
slices are obtained from tho center 
and tho next best from the broad end. 
Tho pieces from tho part next tho 
knuckle are apt to bo drj-. 
A sirloin 
of beef yields its best slices from tho 
end near the tenderloin. 
If it is cut 
through in this part, tho pieces must 
bo fairly thick; if long, thin slices aro 
desired, it should be cut across. 


In carving turkey or chicken, plaoo 
tho head to tho right, cut off tho wing 
nearest, then tho leg and then tho 
eecond joint; then nlico tho 
breast 
until a rounded piece appears, 
In- 
sert the knifo between that and the 
bone and separate them; this ia con- 
sidered the best part 
of tho bird. 
Next comes the 
**merry thought." 
After this turn over tho bird a little, 
and just below tho breast 
will be 
found the "oystor, which can be sep- 
arated as the inner breast can be. 
The side bonelies beside the rump and 
the morsel can be taken out without 
separating the whole bone. 
Proceed 
in the same way with the other side.—' 
Now York Times. 


SOUPS. 


Making soui")s is by no moans tho 
difficult and complicated 
oj^eration 
that most people seem to consider it, 
says a writer, and thougli there aro 
comparatively few families who havo 
it as a regular dish, there is nothing 
that adds to the completeness of a 
dinner as a well made soup. 
For a 
family dinner, get a soup-bone, have 
it well broken up, and also buy one 
pound of solid, lean meat—any cheap 
meat will answerindeed, the least 
expensive pieces are preferred for this 
purpose. 
Put the broken bone into a 
kettle, letting it cook rapidly. 
At 
the same time put the piece of meat 
in another dish, season it and lot it 
simmer. 
When it is time to arrange 
for dinner, remove the bone and frag- 
ments of meat from the pot, which 
should be thoroughly rinsed out with 
hot water, which should bo added to 
that in which the meat was cooked. 
Take special care that no scraps of 
bone remain in the pot, then strain 
the liquid through a sieve, returning 
the clear part to the kettle, and put 
in the solid meat, which should by 
this time be done and will probably 
fall into shreds. 
To expedite this 
matter, it may, before cooking, be out 
into small pieces, then add tho vege- 
tables required, putting in for season- 
ing the parsley, a bit of onion and 
whatever 
condiment tho 
tasto 
de- 
mands. 
There aro such difierences in 
tho likings of people for soup flavors 
that all cooks should familiarize them- 
selves with the taste of the family for 
which they cater. 


When required, 
this 
soup 
may 
either bo served with the vegetables, 
or strained and sent to the table clear, 
or tiny dumplings may bo added. 
These ore made with flour, salt and a 
bit of baking powder, beaten to a bat- 
ter with cold water, then dropped into 
the soup and allowed to boil for about 
ten minutes. 


All of these ways are simple and re- 
quire very little time or labor. 
To 
begin the dinner with soup is to fol- 
low out the best rule of hygiene. 
It 
is refreshing and prepares the 'diges- 
tive apparatus for the more substan- 
tial dishes which come • • afterward. 
Soup for a family of six need cost bui 
little if properly managed, and, with 
good bread, will make half of a dinner, 
less* other articles being required,— 
Farm, Field and Fireside. 


RECIPES. 


Breakfast 
Potatoes — Cook 
thin 
slices of peeled potatoes m so little 
salted water that it will be evaporated 
when the i>otatoes are done, add pep- 
per, butter, a little sweet cream and 
more salt, if necessary. 
Serve hot. 


Potato Chowder—Out half a pound 
of salt pork into thin slices, fry slowly 
for a few minutes, then add four or 
five large onions sliced, cook slowly 
till a light brown. 
Place a layer ol 
iliced potatoes in a stew kettle, then 
a layer of pork and onions, and dredge 
well with pepper, flour and a little 
salt. 
Repeat the layers until pork 
and onion are used, then add perhaps 
three pints of water, let come slowlj 
to a boiling point and simmer slowly 
forty minutes. 
A cup of sweet cream 
and some rolled crackers may be added 
just before serving.
